the veſſel. I was exceedingly amazed at this 
account, and really thought they were ſpirits. 
I therefore wiſhed much to be from amongſt 
them, for I expected they would ſacrifice me: 
but my wiſhes were vain; for we were ſo quar- 
tered that it was impoſſible for any of us to 
make our eſcape. While we ſtaid on the 
coaſt I was moſtly on deck; and tie day, to 
my great aſtoniſhment, I ſaw. one of theſe veſ- 
ſels coming in with the fails up. As om as 
the Whites ſaw it, they gave a great ſhout, at 
which we were amazed; and the more fo as 
the veſſel appeared larger by approaching 
nearer.

The cloſeneſs of the place, and 
the heat of the climate, added to the number 
in the ſhip, Which was ſo crowded that each 
had ſcarcely room to turn himſelf, almoſt ſuf- 
focated us.

their purchaſers, This wretched ſituation was 
again aggravated by the galling of the chains, 
now become inſupportable:; and the filth of 
the neceſſary tubs, into which the children 
una __ 1 were S ſuflocated.

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ſhricks-of the women, and the groans of the 


dying, rendered the whole a ſcene of horror 
almoſt inconceivable. Happily perhaps for 


myſelf I was ſoon reduced ſo low here that it 


was thought neceſſary to keep me almoſt 
always on deck ; and from my extreme youth 


I was not put in fetters. In this fituation I 
expected every hour to ſhare the fate of my 
anions, Zune of whom were almoſt daily 


brought upon deck at the point of death, 
which I began to hope would ſoon put an end 


to my miſeries. Often did I think many of 
the inhabitants of the deep much more happy 
than myſelf; I envied them the freedom ow 
enjoyed, and as often wiſhed I could ch 

my condition for theirs. Every circum — 
I met with ſerved only to render my ſtate 


more painful, and heighten my apprehenſions 


and my opinion of the cruelty of the Whites. 
One day they had taken a number of fiſhes;

One day, when we had a Groans ſea, and 
moderate wind, two of my wearied coun 
men, who were chained together (I was near 
them at the time), preferring death to ſuch a 
life of miſery, | Sonny Prat made through the 
rann and ju into the ſea; immedi- 
ately another quite dejected fellow, who, on 


account of his illneſs, was ſaGeret'to be tt 


of irons, alſo followed their example; and I be- 
lieve many more would very ſoon have done 
the ſame, if they had not been prevented by 
the ſhip's crew, who were inſtantly alarmed. 
_ Thoſe of us that were the moſt active were in 
a moment put down under the deck; and 
there was ſuch a noiſe and confuſion amongſt. 
the people of the ſhip as I never heard be- 
fore, to ſtop her, and get the boat out to go 

after the flaves. However, two of the wretches 
were drowned, but they got the other, and 
afterwards flogged him unmercifully, for thus 
attempting to prefer death to ſlavery. In this 
manner we continued to undergo more hard- 
ſhips than I can now relate; hardſhips which 
are inſeparable from this accurſed trade.

the want i6f freſh. air, jw TY we were often 
without for whole days together. This, and 
the ſtench of the neceſſary tubs, carried off 
many. During. our paſſage I firſt ſaw flying 
- fiſhes, which ſurpriſed me very much: they 
uſed frequently to fly. acroſs the ſhip, and 
many of them fell on the deck. I alſo now | 
firſt ſaw the uſe of the quadrant. I had often 
with aſtoniſhment ſeen the mariners make ob- 
Jervations with it, and I could not think what 
it meant. They at laſt took notice of my ſur- 
priſe; ; and one of them willing to increaſe 
it, as well as togratify my curioſity, made me 
one day look through it. The clouds ap- 
peared to me to be land, which diſappeared 
as they paſſed along. This heightened my 
wonder: and I was now more perſuaded than 
ever that I was in another world, and that 
every thing about me was magic. At laſt, we 
came in ſight of the iſland of Barbadoes, 
at Which the whites on board gave a great 
ſhout, and made many ſigns of joy to us, 
Me did not know what to think ofthis; but, 
2s the veſſel drew nearer, we plainly ſaw the 
Harbour, and other ſhips of different Kinds 
and ſizes; and we ſoon anchored amongſt 
them off Bridge Town. Many merchaitts 
and planters now came on board, though it 


was in the wwening. They put us in ſepa- 
rate

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rate parcels; and examined us: atemtively, 
They alſo made us Jump, and pointe 0 
the land, ſignifying we were to go Wies | 
We thou ght by this we ſhould be eaten by 
theſe dy men, as they appeared to us; 
and when, ſoon after we'were all put down 
under the deck again, there was much dread 
and trembling among us, and nothing but 
bitter cries to be heard all the night from 
thefe apprehenſions, inſomuch that at laſt the 
white people got ſome old. ſlaves from the 


land to pacify us. They told us we were not _ 


to be eaten, but to work, and were ſoon to 
go on land, where we ſhould ſee many of our 
country people. This report eaſed us much; 
and ſure enough, ſoon after we landed, there 
came to us Africans of all languages. We 
were conducted immediately to ebe mer- 
chant's yard, where we were all pent up toge- 
ther like ſo many ſheep in a fold, without re- 
gard to ſex or age. As every object was new to 
me, every thing 1 ſaw filled me with ſurpriſe. 
What {truck me firſt was, that the houſes were 
built with bricks, in ſtories, and in every 
other reſpect different from thoſe I have ſeen 
in Africa: But I was ſtill more aſtoniſhed on 
ſeeing people on horſeback. I did not know :

I was a 
few weeks weeding graſs and gathering ſtones 
in a plantation, and at laſt all my companions 
were diſtributed different ways, and only my- 
ſelf was left. I was now exceedingly. miſer- 
able, and thought myſelf worſe off than any

till my maſter awoke, when 1 was diſmiſſed 
ont of the room, to my no ſmall ſatisfaftion 
that theſe people were 
all made of wonders. In this place I was 
called Jacob; but on board the African fnow 
T was called Michael.

them libations as we uſed to do our friendly 
pirits. In this ſtate of anziety 1 remained 
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made my life a burden, when the kind and 
unknown hand of the Creator (who in very 
deed leads the blind in a way they know not) 
now began to appear, to my comfort; for one 
day the captain of a merchant ſhip, called the 
Induſtrious Bee, came on ſome buſineſs to my 
maſter's houſe. This entleman, whoſe name 
was Michael Henry Paſcal, was a heutenant 
in the royal navy, hut now commanded this 
trading ſhip, which was ſomewhere in the 
eonfines of the county many miles off. While 
he was at my maſter's houſe it happened that 
he ſaw me, and liked me ſo well that he made 

a purchaſe of me. I think I have often heard 
him ſay he gave thirty or forty pounds ſterling 


for me; Boe! I do not now remember which, | 


However, he meant me for a prefent to ſome 
of his friends in England; and I was ſent ac- 
cordingly from the houſe of my then maſter 
n 4 n to the place where the 
conducted on horſeback by 
g 2 black man (a mode of travelling 
which appeared very odd to me). When 1 
arrived I was carried on board a fine large 
mip, loaded with tobacco, &c. and juſt ready 
to fail for England. I now thought my con- 
dition much mended; I had fails: to lie ow, ©

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contrary to what I had ſeen of any white peo- 
ple before; I therefore began to think that 
they were not all of the ſame diſpoſition. A 
few days after I was on board we ſailed for 
England. I was ſtill at a loſs to conjetture 
my deſtiny. By this time, however, I could 
ſmatter a little imperfect Engliſh; and I 
wanted to know as well as I could where we 
were going. Some of the people of the ſhip 
uſed to tell me they were going to carry me 
back to my own country, and this made me 


5 very happy. 1 was quite rejoiced at the idea 


of going back; and thought if I ſhould get 
home what wonders I ſhould have to tell. But 
1 was reſerved for another fate, and was ſoon 
undeceived when we came within ſight of the 
Engliſh coaſt. When I was on board this ſhip 
my captain and maſter named me Guſtavus 
Vaſa, I at that time began to underſtand him 
a little, and refuſed to be called ſo, and told 
him as well as I could that 1 would be called 
Jacob; but he ſaid 1 ſhould not, and ſtill 
called me Guſtavus : and when I refuſed to 
anſwer to my new name, which at firſt I did, 
it gained me many a cuff; ſoatlength 1 ſub- 
mitted, and by which name I have been known 
ever ſince. The ſhip had a very long paſſage ; 
and on that account we had very ſhort-allow- 
Lat N un. een the laſt we had 


only 
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= only e nr and a half of bread: per week, 
and about the ſame quantity of meat, and 
one quart, of water a day. We ſpoke with 
only one veſſel the whole time we were at ſea, 
and but once we caught a few fiſhes. In our 
| extremities the captain and people told me, in 
jelt, they would kill and eat me, but I thought _ 
them in earneſt, and was depreſſed beyond 
meaſure, expecting every moment to be m7 
laſt. While I was in this ſituation one even- 
ing they caught with a good deal of trouble, 
a large ſhark, and got it on board. This glad- 
dened my poor heart exceedingly, as I thought 
it would ſerve the people to eat inſtead of 
their eating me; but very ſoon, to my aſtoniſh- 
ment, they cut off a ſmall part of the tail, 
and toſſed the reſt over the ſide. This re- 
neyed my conſternation ; and I did not know 
what to think of theſe white people; 
very much feared they. would kill and eat 
me. There was on board the ſhip a young 
lad who had never been at ſea before, about 
flour or five years older than myſelf: his name 
was Richard Baker. He was a native of Ame- 
rica, had received an excellent education, 
and was of a moſt amiable temper. Soon 
aſter I went on board he ſhewed me a great 
deal of partiality and attention, and in return 
1 grew extremely * him. We at length

ne inſeparable; and for the ſpace of 
two years, he was of very great ule to me, 
and was my conſtant companion and inſtruc- 
tor. Although this dear youth had many 
flaves of his own, yet he and I have gone 
through many ſufferings together on ſhip- 
board; and we have many nights lain in each 
other's boſoms when we were in great diſtreſs. 
Thus ſuch a friendfhip was cemented between 
us as we cheriſhed till his death, which to my 
very great ſorrow happened in che year 1759, 
wehen he was up the Archipelago, on board 
huis Majeſty's ſuip the Preſton: an event which 
T have never ceaſed 'tq regret, as I loſt at 
once a kind interpreter,” an agreeable, com- 
panion, and a faithful friend; who at the 
age of fiftoen, diſcovered a mind ſuperior to 
Prejudice; and who was not afhamed to no- 
tice, to aſſociate with, and to be the friend 
and inſtructor of, ane who was ignorant, a 
ranger of a different complexion, and a 
flave! My maſter had lodged in his mother's 
houſe in America: he reſpected him very 
much, and made him always eat with him 
in the cabin.

fellow, and he never did intend to uſe me as 
a common ſlave; and that, but for the en- 
treaties of the captain, and his character of

make money. That he alſo intended to en.

While I was in this place a very extraor- 
dinary occurrence befel me. I had been' told 
one Evening of a % woman, a Mrs. Davis, 
who even ſecrets, forctold events; &c.

We arrived ſafe at Monſerrat, Where we 
difcharged our cargo, and ſold my things well. 
Soon after that we wok: ſlaves on board for St. 
Fuftatia, and from thence to Georgia. I had 
Always exerted myſelf, and did double work, 
in order to make our voyage as ſhort as poſſi- 
ble; and from thus overworkin myſelf while 
we were at Georgia I caught a fever and ague. 
I was very ill eleven days, and near dying; eter- 
nity was now exceedingly impreſſed on my 
mind, and J feared very much that awful event. 
1 prayed the Lord therefore to ſpare me; and 1 
made a promiſe in my mind to God, that I 
would be good if ever I ſhould recover. At 
length, from having an eminent Doctor to 
atten me, I was reſtored — W 
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toon Aber we 6 got che veſſel loaded, andi ſet 15 
for Montſerrat. During the paſſage, as I waz 
pęxfectly reſtored, and had much buſineſs of the 


veſſel to mind, all my endeavours to keep up 
m integrity, and perform my promiſe to God, 
began to fail; and in ſpite of all I could do, as 
we drew nearer, and nearer to the iſlands, my 


reſolutions more and more declined, as if th 0 


very air of that country or climate ſeeme 
fatal to piety. When, we were ſafe arrived at 


Miontſerrat, and 1 had* got aſhore, I forgot my 


former refolutions —Alas! how prone is the 
heart to leave that God it wiſhes to love ! and 
how. ſtrongly. do the things of this world ſtrike 
the ſenſes and captivate the ſoul ! Aſter our 
veſſel was diſcharged „we ſoon. got\ her ready, 
and took; i in, as uſual, ſome of the poor op- 
preſſed natives of Africa, and other negroes; 
we then ſet off again for Georgia and Charleſ- 
town, | We arrived at Georgia, and, having 
landed part of our cargo, proceeded to. Charle 
town, with the remainder. While we were there 
I aw the town illuminated, the guns were fired, 
and bonfires and other demonſtrations. of 1 joy, 
E on account of the repeal of the ſtamp- 
act.

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was one e gentleman particularly who bought a 
uncheon of rum of me, which gave me a: Seen 
deal of trouble; and although I uſed che in- 
tereſt of my friendly captain, I could not ob- 
ain any thing for it; for, being a negro man, 
could not oblige him to pay me. This vexed 
me much, not knowing how to act; and I loſt 
ſome time in ſeeking after this Chriſtian; and 
though, when the ſabbath came (which. the 
| negroes uſual Py make their holiday) I was 
much inclined- to go to public worſhip, but 
| inſtead of that I was obliged to hire ſome 
black men to help me to pull a boat acroſs 
the water to go in queſt of this gentleman, 
When I found him, after much entreaty, both 
from myſelf and my worthy captain, he at 
laſt paid me in dollars; ſome of them how 
erer, were copper, and of conſequence of no 
value; but he took advantage of my being a 
negro man, and obliged me to put up with 
thoſe or none, although 1 objected to them. 
Immediately after, as I was Tying. to paſs 
them in the market amongſt other w ite men 
I was abuſed for offering to paſs bad coin; and 
though I ſhewed chem the man I had got them 
from, I was within one minute of being tied 
up and flogged without either judge or jury; 
bowever, by the help of a good pair of heels, I 
ran off, and ſo eſcaped the baſtinadoes I ſhould 
late received.

olly, a neat, ſmart, good-humoured man, 
juſt ſuch a one as 1 wiſhed to ſerve. We ſailed 
from England in July following, and our 
voyage was extremely pleaſant. We went to 
Villa Franca, Nice, and Leghorn ; and in all 
theſe places I was charmed with the richneſs 


and beauty of the countries, and ſtruck with 


the elegant buildings with which they abound. 
We had always in them plenty of extraordi- 
nary good wines and rich fruits, which I was 


very fond of; and I had frequent occaſions _ 
of gratifying. both my taſte and curioſity; for 
my Captain always lodged on ſhore in thoſe 


—— which afforded me opportunities to 
lee the country around. I alſo learned na- 
vigation of the mate, which I was very fond 


of. When we left Italy, we had delightful 
| failing among the Archipelago. iſlands, and 


from thence to Smyrna in Turkey. This is a 
very ancient city; the houſes are built of 
ſtone, and moſt of them have graves adjoin- 

ing to them; ſo that they ſometimes preſent 
the appearance of church-yards. Proviſions 
are very plentiful in this city, and good wine 
wa than a penny a Pint, The grapes, pome- 
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gFranates, and many other fruits, were alſo 
the richeſt and largeſt I ever ſaw or taſted. 
The natives are well-looking, and ſtrong 
made, and treated me always with great ci- 
vility. In general I believe they are fond of 
black people; and ſeveral of them gave me 
pPreſſing invitations to ſtay amongſt them, al- 
though they keep the Franks, or Chriſtians, 
ſeparate, and do not ſuffer them to dwell im- 
mediately amongſt them. I was aſtoniſhed 


in not ſeeing women in any of their ſhops, 


and very rarely any in the ſtreets; and when- 
ever I did they were covered with a veil from 
head to foot, ſo that I could not ſee their 
faces, except when any of them out of curi- 
oſity uncovered them to at me, which 
they ſometimes did. I was ſurpriſed to ſee 
how the Greeks are, in ſome meaſure, kept 
under by the Turks, as the negroes are in 
the Weſt Indies by the white people. The 
leſs refined Greeks, as I have already hinted, 
dance here in the ſame manner as we do in 
our nation. 1. . J COPLEY e 
On the whole, during our ſtay here, which 
was about five months, I liked the place and 
the Turks extremely well. I could not help 
obſerving one very remarkable circumſtance 
there: the tails of the ſheep are flat, and fo 
very large, that 1 have known the tail *

but being negroes, although free, we could 
not get any remedy ; and our ſhip being then 


to help ourſelves, though we thought it hard 

to loſe our property in this manner. Luckily 

for us, however, this man was alſo indebted to 

three white ſailors, who could not get far- 

tang from him; they therefore readily joined

When ve found where he was, we took him 
out of à houſe and threatened him with ven- 
£ ce; on which, finding he was likely to be

but he begged hard for mercy, which was at 
F; laft granted him, after we had entirely ſtrip- 
ped him.

ſome buſineſßs, and had a. lighted. candle in

.n; \rmenty-cight. days time we arrived in 
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England, and I got clear of this ſhip. By 
' being ſtill of a roving diſpoſition, and deſirous 
ol ſeeing as many different parts of the world _ 
| as 1 could, I ſhipped myſelf ſoon after, in the 
' fame year, as ſteward on board of a fine large 
ſmip, called the Jamaica, Captain David 


Watt; and we failed for England in Decem- 
ber 1771 for Nevis and Jamaica. I found 
Jamaica to be a very fine, large iſland, well 
peopled, and the moſt conſiderable of the 
Weſt India iſlands. There were a vaſt num- 
ber of negroes here, whom I found, as uſual, 
exceedingly impoſed upon by the white people, 
and the ſlaves puniſhed as in the other iſlands. 


There are negroe whoſe buſineſs it is to flog 
| ſlaves; they go about to different people for 


n and the uſual pay is Pol one 
4 to four bits. I ſaw many cruel. puniſhments 
4 | inflicted on the flaves in the ſhort time 1 


y ſtayed here. In particular 1 was preſent | 
+ when a poor fellow was tied up and kept 
7 hanging by the wriſts at ſome diſtance from 
we ground, and then ſome half hundred 
4 weights, were fixed to his ancles, in which 
5 poſture: he was flogged moſt unmercifully, 
ch There were alſo, as 1 heard, two different 


maſters noted for cruelty on the iſland, Who 
had ſtaked up two negroes naked, and in two 
1 hours the vermin ſtung them to death. 1 
3 heard. a gentleman, I well knew, tell my cap» 
wy L 6 . tain 
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tain that he paſſed; fentence on a negro man 
to be burnt alive for attempting to poiſon an 
overſeer. 1 paſs over numerous other: in- 
ſtances, in order to relieve the reader by a 
milder ſcene of roguery. Before I had been 
long on the iſland, one Mr. Smich, at Port 
Morant, bought goods of me to the amount of 
twenty-five pounds ſterling; but when ] de- 


manded payment from him, he was going 


each time to beat me, and threatened that he 
would put me in gaol. One time he would 
ſay I was going to ſet his. houſe on fire; at 
another he would ſwear I was going to run 
away with his ſlaves. I was aſtoniſhed at this 
uſage from a perſon who was in the ſituation of 
a gentleman, but had e e Was 
therefore obliged to ſubmit. When I came to 
Kingſton, I was ſurpriſed to ſee the number of 
Africans who were aſſembled together on 
Sundays; particularly at a large commodious 
place called Spring Path. Here each differ- 
ent nation of Africa meet and dance after the 
manner of their own country. They ſtill 
retain. moſt of their native cuſtorms: they bury. 
their dead, and put victuals, pipes and to: 
baccb, and other things in the grave with 
the corpſe, in the ſame manner as in Africa. 
Our ſhip having got her loading, we failed for

on my old and good maſter, Dr. Irving, who 


made me an offer of: his ferviece again. Being 
now tired of the fea 1 gladly accepted . £5. 
was very happy in living with this gentleman 
once more; during which time we were daily 
employed in reducing old Neptune's dominions 
by purifying. the briny element, and making it 
freſh} Thus I went on till May 1773, when 
| was. rouſed by the ſound of fame to ſeek new 
adventures, and find, towards the North Pole, 


what our Creator never intended we ſhould; a 
| paſſage to India, An expedition was now fit- 


ting out to explore a' north-eaſt paſſage, con- 


ducted by the {Honourahle Conſtantine John 


Phipps, late Lord Mulgrave, in his'Majeſty's 
floop of war the Race Horſe. My maſter 
being anxious for the reputation of this adyen- 
ture, we therefore prepared every thing for 
out voyage, and I attended him on board the 


Race Horſe, the 24th day of May 1773. We 


proceeded to Sheernefs, where we were joined 


by his Majeſty's floop the Carcaſs, commanded 
by Captain Lutwidge. On the 4th of June 


we ſatted towards our f deſtined ples the pole; 


and on the 15th of the ſame month we were off 


Shetland. On this day I had a great and un- 


expected deliverance from an accident which 
Yao ne 0 up the ſhip, and — 
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the c crew, doh made me ever after during 
the voyage uncommonly cautious. The ſhip 
was ſo filled that. there was very little an | 
on board for any one, which placed me in a 
very awk ward ſituation. 1 had reſolved to 
keep a journal of this ſingular and intereſting 
voyage; and I had no other. place for this pur- 
poſe but a little cabin, or the doctor's ſtore- 
room, where I ſlept. This little place was 
ſtuffed with all manner of combuſtibles, par- 
ticularly. with tow and aquafortis, and many 
other dangerous things. It happened in the 
evening, as I was writing my journal, that I 
had occaſion to take the candle out of the lan- 
thorn, and a ſpark unfortunately having touch- 
ed a ſingle thread of the tom all the reſt 
caught the flame, and immediately the whole 
Was in a blaze. I ſaw nothing but preſent 
death beſore me, and expected to be the firſt 
to periſh in the flames. In a moment the 
alarm was ſpread, and many people who were 
near ran to aſſiſt in putting out the fire. All 
this time I was in the very midſt of the flames; 
my ſhirt, and the handkerchief on my neck, 
were burnt, and I was almoſt ee with 
the ſmoke. However, through God's mercy, 


— J was nearly giving up all hopes, ſome 


people brought blankets and mattraſſes, and 


| * Rem n * flames, by which ng in 
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- ſhort time, the fire was put out. I was feverne: 
ly reprimanded and menaced by fuch of the 


officers who Knew it, and ſtrictty charged 
never more to go there with a light: and, in- 
deed, even my own fears made me give heed 
to this command fora little time; but at laſt, 
not being able to write my journal in any 


bother part of the ſhip, I was tempted again to 


venture by ſtealth with a light in the ſame 
cabin, though not without confiderable fear 

and dread on my mind. On the 20th of june 
we began to ufe Dr. Irving's apparatus for 


making ſalt water freſu; I ufed to attend tbe 


diſtillery ; I frequently purified from twenty= 


fix to forty gallons a day. The water thus 


diſtilled was perfectly pure, well taſted, and 

free from ſalt; and was uſed on various occa- 
fions on board the ſhip. On the 28th of June, 
being in lat. 78, we made Greenland, where 
I was ſurpriſed to fee the ſun did not ſet. The 


weather now became extremely cold; and as 
we ſailed between north and eaſt, which was 
our courſe, we ſaw many very high and curi- 
ous mountains of ice; and alſo a great number 
of very large whales, which uſed to come cloſe 


to our ſhip, and blow the water up to a very 
GE height in the air. One morning we had 
aft quantities of fea-horſes about the ſhip, 


which Os exactly like * other 3 5 
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We fired ſom̃e harpoon guns aniongſt them in 
order to take ſome, but we could not get any. 
The goth, the captain of a Greenland ſhip 
_ came on board, and told us of three ſhips that 

were loſt in the i ice; however we ſtill held on 
our courſe till July the rith, when we were 
ſtopt by one compact impenetrable. body of 
ice. We ran along it from eaſt to weſt above 
ten degrees; and on the 27th we got as far 
north as 80, 37; and in 19 or 20 degrees eaſt 
longitude from London. On the 29th and 
goth of July, we ſaw one continued plain of 
_ fmooth unbroken ice, bounded only by the 
15 horizon; and we faſtened to a piece of ice that 

was eight yards eleven inches thick. We had 
generally funſhine, and conſtant day- light; 
which gave cheerfulneſs and novelty to the 
whole of this ſtriking, grand, and uncommon 
ſcene; and, to heighten it ſtill more, the re- 
flection of the ſun from the ice gave the clouds 
z moſt beautiful appearance. We killed many 
different animals at this time, and, among the 
reſt, nine bears. Though they had nothing in 
their paunches but water yet they were all very 
fat. Weiuſed to decoy them to the ſhip ſome- 
» times by burning feathers or ſkms. I thought 
them coarſe eating, but fome of the ſhip's. 
company reliſhed them-very much. Some ot

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ately; and in a little time after brought u 
with it a number of others. They all joine 
in an attack upon the boat, and were with 
difficulty prevented from ſtaving or overſete 
ting Paw but a boat from the Carcaſs having 
come to aſſiſt ours, & joined it, they diſperſed, 
after having wreſted an oar from one of the 
men. One of the fhip's boats had before been 


attacked in the ſame manner, but happily no 


harm was done. Though we wounded ſeveral 
of theſe animals we never got but one. We 


, Femained hereabouts until the 1ſt of Auguſt; 


when the two {hips got completely faſtened in 


the ice, occafioned by the looſe ice that ſet in 
from the ſea. This made our ſituation very 
dreadful and al auming ſo that on the th day 


we were in very great apprehenſion of having 


the ſhips ſqueeaed to pieces. Fhe officers 


now held a council to know what was beſt for 
us to do in order to ſave our lives; and it was 


determined that we ſhould endeavour toeſcape 


by dragging our boats along the ice towards 
the ſea; which, however, was farther off than 
any of us thought. This determination filled 

us witli extreme dejection, and confounded us 


with deſpair; for we had very little proſpect

The weather immediately became mild and 
the ice broke towards the ſea, which was to 
the S8. W. of us. Many of us on this got on 


board again, and with all our might we hove 


the ſhips into every open water we could find, 


and made all the ſail, on them in our power: 


now, having a proſpect of ſugceſs, we made 


ſignals for the boats and the remainder of the 


people. This ſeemed to us like a reprieve 


from death; and happy was the man who 
could firſt get on board of any ſhip, or the firſt 


this manner till we got into open water again, 


which we accompliſhed i in about thirty hours, 


to our infinite joy and gladneſs of heart. As 
ſoon as we were out of danger, we came to 
anchor and reſitted; and on the igth of Auguſt

the decline the days ſhortened as we failed to 
the ſouthward; and, on the 28th, in latitude 
785 it was dark by ten o' clock at night. Sep- 
tember the 10th, in latitude 58-59, we met a 


very ſevere gale of wind and high ſeas, and 


ſhipped a great deal of water in the ſpace of 


ten hours. This made us werk exceedingly 


hard at all our pumps a whole day; and one 
ſea, which ſtruck the ſhig with more force 


than any thing I ever met with of the kind 


before; laid her under water for ſome time 
ſo that we thought ſhe would have gone down. 
Two boats were waſhed fromthe booms, and 


the Jong- boat from the chucks: all other 


moveable things on the decks were alſo 


waſhed away, among which were many cu- 


rious things of different kinds, which we had 
brought from Greenland; and we were 
obliged, in order to lighten the ſhip, to tols

at the fame” time in very great diſtreſs, and 
her maſts were gone 3 * we were unable to 
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aſſiſt her. We now loſt ſight of the Carcaſs 
till the 26th, when we ſaw land about Or- 
fordneſs, off which place ſhe joined us.

By the advice, therefore, of my Friends; I ac- |

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TE OS buten none of them ever * us, ex⸗ 
cept poiſonous ſnakes, the bite of which the
